Another important feature of the 
present situation is the increasing 
popularity of Canadian store cattle on 
the British market. Shipments over- 
seas to the middle of September this 
year are 23,5 per cent higher than for 
the same period in 1924 and 40.8 per 
cent higher than for the same period 
in 1928, When it is considered that 
this increase has taken place in spite 
of high freight rates and a lack of 
adequate océan shipping facilities (due 
largely tu the fact that there is in- 
sufficient west bound freight), no fear 
need be entertained regarding the 
popularity of Canadain cattle on the 
British markets.
